Chapman’s worried 
call to father sped up 
timetable of arrests 

Washington 

An anxious June 26 phone call 
from Russian spy Anna Chapman 
to her father, a KGB veteran work- 
ing in Moscow’s Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs, led the Obama admin- 
istration to hasten the arrests the 
next day of Chapman and nine 
other “illegals” in the United States, 
according to U.S. law enforcment 
and intelligence sources. 

In the call to Moscow, appar- 
ently monitored by the United 
States, the 28-year-old Chapman 
voiced suspicions that she might 
have been discovered. 

Planning had begun earlier in 
mid-June to arrest the four couples 
who had been under close FBI sur- 
veillance for years, plus Chapman 
and a second new Russian “ille- 
gal,” Mikhail Semenov, who had 
been in the U.S. for only months. 
Part of the plan involved getting 
Chapman and Semenov to under- 
take acts that would enable them

to be indicted for more than just 
carrying on secret communications 
with Russian officials. 

Chapman’s call to Moscow, after 
her troubling meeting with an FBI 
informant, came on the eve of a 
scheduled trip by one of the other 
Russian illegals, Richard Murphy. 
He was to leave for Moscow the next 
day to have consultations with his 
superiors at Moscow Center, head- 
quarters of the SVR, Russia’s for- 
eign intelligence agency. 

The FBI knew Murphy’s trav- 
el plans would take him first to 
France and then to Russia, and 
the agency had followed him on a 
similar trip to Moscow last March. 
But his FBI monitors feared that 
the SVR, alerted by Chapman’s call, 
might not allow him to return. 

In Chapman’s case, the FBI infor- 
mant aroused her concerns for sev- 
eral reasons. His initial phone call 
came on Saturday, June 26, when he 
asked her to come to New York City 
from Connecticut. Her meetings up 
to then were on Wednesdays and 
were not face-to-face. They were sole- 
ly to pass information via encrypt- 
ed private computer networks.

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BP Touts Its Progress 



Oil giant attempts 
to limit expectations 
on latest cap effort 

New Orleans 

Underpromising with hopes of 
overdelivering, BP said Sunday that 
it is making progress on what could 
prove to be its most effective effort 
yet to contain the Gulf oil leak, but 
cautioned that the verdict could be 
several days away. 

A new cap being placed atop the 
gusher is intended to provide a tight 
seal and might eventually allow the 
oil giant to capture all crude leaking 
from the well for the first time since 
an April 20 oil-rig explosion set off 
the environmental crisis. But sever- 
al prior failed attempts to stop the 
leak have made BP PLC careful to 
keep expectations grounded. 

“We’re pleased with our prog- 
ress,” said BP Senior Vice President 
Kent Wells, who then hastened to add 


that the operation was still expected 
to last up to six more days. 

Officials won’t be satisfied 
the cap is working until they’ve 
run tests on whether it can with- 
stand the tremendous pressure 
of oil pushing up from below the 
seafloor. Wells said. 

“We’ve tried to work out as 
many of the bugs as we can. The 


challenge will come with some- 
thing unexpected,” he said. 

The leak has been gushing large- 
ly unchecked since an old, leaky 
cap was removed from the well- 
head Saturday to make way for the 
new one. Between 88 million and 
174 million gallons have already 
spilled into the Gulf, according to 
federal estimates, tom breen (ap)

DOJ has a backup 
plan if immigration 
law challenge fails 

Washington 

Attorney General Eric Holder said 
Sunday that if the federal govern- 
ment fails to stop Arizona’s contro- 
versial immigration law from tak- 
ing effect, it may launch a second 
legal challenge to combat any racial 
profiling that takes place. 

The Obama administration is 
suing Arizona over the state law, 
set to take effect July 29, which 
would make it a state crime for a 
person to be in the country ille- 


gally. It requires local law enforce- 
ment during all “lawful stops” to 
question a person about his or her 
immigration status if there is “rea- 


sonable suspicion” that the person 
may be an illegal immigrant. 

In its July 6 court filing, the 
Justice Department argued that 


the Arizona law is unconstitution- 
al because the power to set immi- 
gration policy and enforce it resides 
with the federal government and 
not the states. 

Although the government’s law- 
suit cites potential “detention and 
harassment” of U.S. citizens and 
immigrants who do not carry iden- 
tification documents, it declines to 
make a legal argument that the law 
would lead to racial profiling. 

But on CBS’s “Face the Nation” 
Sunday, Holder said if the federal 
government’s initial challenge fails 
and the Arizona law takes effect, 
the Justice Department may have 
grounds for a later, second chal- 
lenge.

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‘Barefoot Bandit’s’ Luck Runs Out 

Wily teen is caught 
in Bahamas, ending 
a two-year manhunt 

Nassau, Bahamas 

The teenage “Barefoot Bandit” who 
allegedly stole cars, boats and air- 
planes to dodge U.S. law enforce- 
ment was nabbed Sunday as he 
tried to make a water escape and 
then was brought handcuffed — 
and shoeless — to the capital to 
face justice, abruptly ending his 
two-year life on the lam. 

Colton Harris-Moore was 
arrested before dawn in northern 
Eleuthera, said Sgt. Chrislyn Skip- 
pings, a spokeswoman for the Royal 
Bahamas Police Force. A contingent 
of high-ranking officers traveled 
to the island and took the suspect 
to Nassau, the country’s capital, 
where he faces possible extradi- 
tion to the United States. 

True to his nickname, the 
19-year-old suspect was barefoot 
as he stepped off the plane. He kept 
his head down and ignored ques- 
tions shouted by reporters. Escort- 
ed by six police cars and SUVs, the 
teen had close-shorn hair and wore 
short camouflage cargo pants, a 
white long-sleeved shirt and a bul- 
letproof vest.

ing for the wily fugitive since 
he allegedly crash-landed a sto- 
len plane a week ago on near- 
by Great Abaco Island, where he 
was blamed for a string of at least 
seven break-ins. 

Authorities caught Harris- 
Moore on Harbour Island, a small 
tourist destination just off main- 
land Eleuthera, police Commission- 
er Ellison Greenslade said at a news 
conference, juan mccartney (ap) 



Backstory 

Colton Harris-Moore, who has 
been running from American law 
enforcement since escaping from a 
Washington state halfway house in 
2008, gained fame and thousands 
of fans who admired his ability to 
evade arrest. He is suspected of 
stealing cars, boats and at least five 
planes — including the aircraft he 
allegedly stole in Indiana and flew 
more than 1,000 miles to the islands 
off Florida’s coast, despite a lack of 
formalflight training, (ap)

Remains of victims 
buried 15 years after 
mass killing by Serbs 

Srebrenica, Bosnia- 
Herzegovina 

Hoisting hundreds of coffins aloft, 
a line of weeping relatives stretched 
for at least a mile Sunday as they 
honored Srebrenica massacre vic- 
tims on the 15th anniversary of 
the worst atrocity in Europe since 
World War 11. 

A whole hillside in the east- 
ern Bosnian town was dug out 
with graves, waiting for 775 cof- 
fins covered in green cloths to be 
laid to rest at the biggest Srebren- 


ica funeral so far. 

Still, that was less than a tenth 
of the total number of Muslim men 
and boys executed after Serb forc- 


es overran the U.N.-protected town 
on July 11, 1995, during the 1992- 
1995 Bosnian war. 

“I grew up without a father, and 


I don’t even remember him,” said 
l6-year-old Hajro Ibrahimovic. 

When the procession reached the 
hill, about 60,000 people splintered 
into rivulets as relatives sought the 
exact grave for their loved ones. The 
sound of dirt pounding against the 
coffins’ wooden lids echoed over the 
valley, as two announcers solemnly 
read out the names of the victims 
being buried. 

That took 64 minutes. 

The youngest victim buried 
Sunday was 14, and the oldest 
was 78. They joined nearly 4,000 
already buried at the memori- 
al center. All the bodies had been 
excavated from mass graves and 
identified through DNA tests.

Japanese Ruling 
Party Defeated 


Voters’ rejection of bid 
to raise taxes may 
hurt economic health 

Tokyo 

Japanese voters handed a sting- 
ing electoral defeat to the ruling 
party Sunday, exit polls showed, 
rejecting a proposal to increase 
taxes and handicapping a fledg- 
ling government struggling to keep 
the world’s second-largest economy 
from financial meltdown. 

With public spending at more 
than double its GDP, Japan is try- 
ing to manage its ballooning debt 
while addressing high unemploy- 
ment and stagnant growth. Prime 
Minister Naoto Kan has warned 
the country could face a Greek- 
style meltdown if it does not get 
its finances in order — possibly 
by raising the sales tax. 

But projected losses in elections 
for the upper house of parliament 
indicate voters have rejected his 


solution and will make it difficult 
for his government to effectively 
revive the economy. 

Official results were not expect- 
ed until Monday, but exit polls con- 
ducted by Japan’s public broad- 
caster and all major TV networks 
projected the Democrats would 
end up with 106 to 110 seats in the 
242-member chamber. 

The election won’t direct- 
ly affect the Democrats’ grip on 
power, because they control the 
more powerful lower house of par- 
liament. But it does raise the seri- 
ous prospect of gridlock. 

“It’s bad news for Kan and the 
party, and its really bad news for 
the nation because it means there 
isn’t going to be resolute action on 
all the festering problems facing 
the government,” said Jeff Kings- 
ton, director of Asian studies at 
Temple University in Japan. 

In acknowledging the defeat, 
Kan vowed to press on with eco- 
nomic reforms even if they are not

Financial reforms 
leave out car dealers 
and smaller banks 

Lending 

The financial overhaul bill awaiting 
final action in the Senate includes 
a new regulator whose aim is to 
make sure mortgages, credit cards 
and other products from big banks 
don’t abuse or confuse you. 

But if you want your auto deal- 
er to arrange a car loan or get a 
community bank to extend you 
a credit line, be sure to read the 
fine print. 

Thanks to their lobbying mus- 
cle in Washington, auto dealers and 
community banks managed to keep 
themselves outside the reach of the 
new Consumer Financial Protec- 
tion Bureau. 

Consumer advocates say bor- 
rowers will remain vulnerable to 
the kind of unscrupulous peddling 
of financial services products that 
led to the financial crisis. 

“You’re going to end up with 
regulatory gaps that can hurt con- 


sumers,” said Travis Plunkett, leg- 
islative director of the Consumer 
Federation of America. 

The influence of auto dealers 
and community banks derives 
from the strength of their small- 
town roots. They are people who 
serve as Rotary Club officers and 
sponsors of Little League teams. 
Dealers arrange most loans for 


auto buyers. Community banks 
account for more than 98 percent 
ofU.S. banks. 

The consumer bureau will write 
and enforce rules for financial ser- 
vices and products. It can ban con- 
fusing fine print on bank loan doc- 
uments — but none of the other 
paperwork car buyers must com- 
plete. And it can punish banks for 


Backstory 

Auto dealers — including those that 
sell boats, motorcycles and RVs — 
won a blanket exemption from the 
new consumer protection bureau.

Metro Set for Upgrades 


Transit agency gets 
approval for $220M 
in federal funding 

Washington 

Metro has gained initial feder- 
al approval to begin $220 mil- 
lion worth of projects to upgrade 
reliability and safety of the bus 
and rail system, including imple- 
menting safety recommendations 
stemming from the June 2009 Red 
Line crash. 

The funds represent a portion 
of $300 million — $150 million in 
federal funding and $150 million in 
matching funds from the District, 
Maryland and Virginia — that were 
approved by Congress last year 
under the Passenger Rail Invest- 


ment and Improvement Act. That 
legislation allows for a total of $1.5 
billion in federal funding for Metro 
safety improvements over 10 years, 
although Congress must appropri- 
ate the funds each year. 

The Federal Transit Adminis- 
tration granted Metro the author- 
ity required to go ahead with the 
projects. FTA approval was in 
question last month after Virgin- 
ia indicated it might withhold its 
$50 million worth of matching 
funds, but the state later agreed 
to provide the money. 

The projects include $10.3 mil- 
lion for implementing National 
Transportation Safety Board rec- 
ommendations, including ones 
stemming from the June 22, 2009, 
Red Line crash that killed nine 
and injured dozens. The NTSB has

The amount dedicated to escalator 
rehabilitation, according to Metro. 


scheduled a hearing for July 27 to 
announce its formal findings on 
the cause of the crash. 

Other projects include a major 
$34.5 million rehabilitation of 
the Orange and Blue lines; $44.4 
million for track upgrades; and 
$20 million for overhauling 
rail equipment such as parking 
brakes. 

Escalator and elevator reha- 
bilitation projects will receive 
$4.9 million and $2.4 million, 
respectively, according to an 
announcement Saturday by Metro.

Soccer 

Spain rules the soccer world, winning 
the World Cup at long, long last. 

It came after an exhausting 1-0 
victory in extra time over the Neth- 
erlands on Sunday. Two years after 
winning the European title, the styl- 
ish Spaniards did even better. 

This was a physical test of attri- 
tion that sometimes turned dirty — 
a finals-record 13 yellow cards were 
handed out, and the Dutch finished 
with 10 men. In the end, it was Andres 
Iniesta’s breaking free in the pen- 
alty area, taking a pass from Cesc 
Fabregas and putting a right-footed 
shot from 8 yards just past the out- 
stretched arms of goalkeeper Maarten 
Stekelenburg. 

“When I struck it, it just had to go 
in,” Iniesta said. 

For the Dutch and their legions of 
orange-clad fans wearing everjdhing 
from jerseys to jumpsuits to clown 
gear to pajamas, it was yet another 
disappointment. 

Even with their first World Cup 
title tantalizingly within reach, they 
failed in the final for the third time. 



Spain’s Andres Iniesta scored the game 
winner in the World Cup final on Sunday. 


This one might have been the most 
bitter because, unlike 1974 and 1978, 
the Netherlands was unbeaten not 
only in this tournament, but also in 


qualifying for the first World Cup 
staged in South Africa. 

Soccer City was soaked in Oran- 
je, from the seats painted in that 
hue throughout the stadium to pret- 
ty much everyone seated in them. 
Unlike when they lost to hosts West 
Germany and Argentina in previous 
finals, the Dutch were something of 
a home team this time. 

The Spaniards, though, were the 
winners. “We have all done an incredi- 
ble job,” Iniesta said. “I don’t think we 
even realize what we have done.” 

They had pockets of supporters, 
too, to be sure, dressed in red and 
scattered around the stadium. They 
might have been the minority, but 
when the final whistle blew, they 
were tooting their vuvuzelas loudest 
in tribute to their champions.

An Ugly End

the Dutch defense that Fabregas 
controlled just outside the penalty 
area. Iniesta stayed on the right and 
sneaked in to grab the pass and put 
his shot to the far post. Stekelenburg 
barely brushed it with his fingertips 
as it soared into the net. 

Iniesta tore off his jersey after the 
goal and raced to the corner, where 
he was mobbed by his teammates. 
Several Dutch players wiped away 
tears as they received their medals 
as runners-up — yet again. 

The Netherlands now has more 
victories in World Cup games without 
a title than any nation: 19. Spain held 
that dubious record with 24. 

The Spaniards saluted their fans 
with arms raised high, then lifted 
their coach, Vicente del Bosque, in 
the air in celebration. 

Goalkeeper Iker Casillas, the cap- 
tain, accepted the trophy from FIFA 
president Sepp Blatter, kissed it and 
raised it for all to see while cameras 
flashed and confetti flew through- 
out the still-full stadium. 

Soon, the entire team and staff 
gathered at midfield for a group photo. 
The players bounced up and down to 
the World Cup theme song, then took 
a victory lap as the trophy was passed 
to each member of the squad. 

“It’s the most beautiful that 
there is. It’s spectacular,” Inies- 
ta said, referring to the gold ball.

Armstrong: ‘My Tour Is Finished’ 



Texan says he won’t 
win eighth title after 
falling way behind 

Cycling 

Close the book on the Lance Arm- 
strong era at the Tour de France. 
He has. 

The record seven-time champi- 
on wrote off his chances of victory 
in his 13th and last Tour, signaling 
the beginning of the end of one of 
the most celebrated and controver- 
sial careers in cycling history. 

The 38-year-old Texan’s hopes 
for yet another title were dashed 
Sunday after he got caught in three 
crashes — one of which brought 
him down — and struggled to 
keep up during two tough climbs 
in Stage 8, the race’s first foray into 
the Alps. He and his team said his 
hip got banged up, keeping him 


from pedaling hard. 

The stage was won by 25-year- 
old Andy Schleck of Luxembourg, 
and Armstrong finished nearly 12 
minutes back, in 6lst place. 


World champion Cadel Evans of 
Australia took the yellow jersey by 
finishing 10 seconds behind Schleck, 
but well ahead of overnight leader 
Sylvain Chavanel of France. 


“My Tour is finished,” said Arm- 
strong, who fell to 39th overall. 

“When it rains it pours I guess,” 
he said in a Twitter message. “Today 
was not my day, needless to say. 
Quite banged but gonna hang in 
here and enjoy my last 2 weeks.” 

The race finishes July 25 in 
Paris. 

The stage was a poignant, if ago- 
nizing, coda to Armstrong’s unlikely 
bid for an eighth Tour victory in the 
second year of his comeback after 
a 334-year hiatus. In his prime, he 
made his mark in the mountains, 
pulling away from his competitors 
there. Today, he panted and strug- 
gled on an Alpine climb, his rivals 
leaving him far behind. 

“During his period of domina- 
tion, in the first mountain stage in 
high altitudes, he’d hit hard,” Tour 
director Christian Prudhomme 
said. “This is the first time it’s not 
happened like that.” (ap)

Social networking pros 
help offices innovate 

Trends 

When Neil Sroka began his job as the new 
media director at the U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce, he quickly realized that his job title 
would have to go. The social networking tools 
he’d be using — Twitter, Facebook and You- 
Tube — were unfamiliar to the department, 
and his ambiguous title caused his co-work- 
ers to wonder who he’d replaced. 

“They would ask, ‘So, who was the old 
media director?”’ said Sroka, 26. “I had to 
change my title to director of new media.” 

It isn’t surprising that his less tech-sawy 
co-workers might be confused. After all, 
social media management is so new that 
it barely gets a mention in the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics’ occupational handbook — 
even though it seems to be an increasingly 
common facet of many 20-somethings’ careers 
by now. Facebook, Twitter and YouTube are a 
part of everyday life for many Americans, but 
the efforts of government and corporations 
to harness these communication tools have 
only just begun.

There’s more to the social 
media manager role than just idly 
checking Facebook all day. Using 
online networking sites to commu- 
nicate your message in a forum 
where people are easily distracted 
can be like shouting into a crowd- 
ed room, unless it’s done well. A 
tweet may just be 140 characters, 
but a lot of thought goes into each 
of those keystrokes. 

“In politics, the new media role is 
unique because it sits within a lot of 
different departments,” said Sroka, 
who has worked on campaigns and 
for the current administration. 
“You might send e-mails for the 
fundraising department, or put 
together a blog post or a video for 
the communications department. 
The new media director works 
as a translator [between] those 
departments and the Web.” 

Sroka wrote his senior thesis 
at George Washington University 
on blogging and hit the campaign 
trail shortly thereafter, working 
for Obama and MoveOn. For the 
latter, he created a viral video that 
attracted 21.2 million views in the 
last days before the election. “You 
could stick your friend’s name in 
the video [by re-editing it yourself] 
and blame them for [potentially] 
being the one vote that cost Barack 
Obama the election,” he said. 

Sroka revamped the department 
of Commerce’s website, which he 
says was “straight out of 2000” 
when he started the job a little 
over a year ago. Now, he’s about 
to hit the campaign trail again as 
director of communications for 
Anne Kuster’s congressional run 
in New Hampshire. 

“What’s great about this career 
is that in a relatively short time. 
I’ve seen generations of technolo- 
gy from birth to death, in the case 
of Second Life,” said Sroka, refer- 
ring to the once-popular virtual 
world that’s fallen into disfavor. 
“That gives you perspective on 
what will and won’t last.” 

Outside of politics, social 
media managers have different 
goals. Shilpa Brahmbhatt, 25, a 
senior online analyst for D.C.- 


based consulting firm New Media 
Strategies, tweets and blogs on 
behalf of film and TV production 
companies. She’s responsible 
for building buzz for her clients’ 
releases, leaking video to fan 
forums and ramping up enthusiasm 
through Facebook, and analyzing 
commentary across the Web to 
assess the popular attitude toward 
an upcoming film or show. 

“Before, if you saw a commer- 
cial while you were sitting on 
your couch and said, ‘Oh, that 
looks great,’ how would anyone 
know?” she said. “Traditionally, 


through Nielsen ratings, you could 
see if people were watching it, but 
you couldn’t gauge their opinion. 
Now, we can give real-time feed- 
back [by watching] ... audienc- 
es online.” 

But since Twitter and Facebook 
are the Wild West of corporate com- 
munications and public relations, 
social media professionals don’t 
have the same freedoms as those 
who represent only themselves. 
Sroka, for example, must clear 
every tweet he sends out on behalf 
of Secretary of Commerce Gary 
Locke (who uses the Twitter handle 


@SecLocke) with him. “We’ve been 
good about cutting down on the red 
tape,” he said. “But we have to fol- 
low procedure.” 

That means social media man- 
agers can’t fully participate in the 
rapid-fire interaction of Twitter. 
But Brahmbhatt, who clears her 
tweets with clients in a daily memo, 
thinks it’s a small price to pay for 
their peace of mind. 

“They want to know what’s 
going out there, which is valid, 
because it’s new,” she said. “They 
want to put a pair of eyes on it.” 

That’s not the case for Lindy 
Kyzer, a social media consultant 
for the U.S. Army, who has full 
creative control of the @USArmy 
Twitter feed. 

“Our chief of public affairs 
told me, T want you to be edgy,”’ 
said Kyzer, 26, who frequently 
tweets about “don’t ask, don’t 


tell,” and responded to the Fort 
Hood shootings via social media 
as events unfolded. “Our efforts 
would not have been as successful 
if I had an intense approval process. 
You want it to be as immediate as 
possible.” 

Just as there may be constraints 
on the tweets and posts of social 
media managers, part of these 
gurus’ jobs is also to place limits 
on the online interactions of their 
colleagues. New media managers 
set and define company policies for 
employees with personal accounts 
on networking sites. 

Kyzer developed a presentation 
to show to members of the Army 
what details should and should 
not be shared. Part of her advice: 
“If you wouldn’t want Osama or 
your mama to see it, don’t post it 
online.” 

Social media has even prompt- 
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ed some change within the Army, 
Kyzer said. 

“Several years ago in the Army, 
people wouldn’t have liked” the 
“Lady Gaga soldiers” video, a par- 
ody of Lady Gaga’s “Telephone” 
that went viral in April. But “I 
showed that at our senior leaders’ 
development course the other day, 
and 20 general officers thought it 
was hilarious,” Kyzer said. “They 
loved it.” 

While most social media man- 
agers are young, another charac- 
teristic they share is an outgoing 
personality, said Brahmbhatt. 
She says people interested in this 
type of job should “start a blog or 
get on Twitter. You have to show 
that you can embrace new things” 
— and that you’ve mastered the 
social networking landscape, of 
course. 


But you’d better act fast. Sroka 
thinks that the position of social 
media manager isn’t going to 
last long, simply because in a few 
years, it will be folded into most 
communications and marketing 
jobs. 

But the more social media 
managers there are, the more 
they’ll need to remember that 
simply tweeting, blogging and 
Facebooking won’t get people to 
pay attention to their messages. 
Being interesting will. 

“People think tweeting is easy 
or mindless work, but sending a 
tweet that people actually care 
about is more difficult,” Kyzer said. 
“I like the challenge. ... You can’t 
afford lazy communication these 
days. You have to provide compel- 
ling content, or you will get lost in 
the shuffle.” maura judkis

An athlete finds 
a fresh challenge in 
the fast-paced world 
of real estate sales 


Change Artist 

To most people, basketball is just 
a game. To Koki Adasi-Efuya, it’s 
been a pivot point in life. 

At Mount St. Mary’s Universi- 
ty in Emmitsburg, Md., he walked 
onto the team his first two years, 
then earned a sports scholarship 
for the rest. 

During and after college, he 
held brief stints with a security-sys- 
tem company and utensils manu- 
facturer Cutco Corp., and by 2005, 
he wound up working in accounts 
payable at Bethesda’s Seawright 
Homes. In his free time, he played 
in a men’s basketball league. 

After a year on the job, Adasi- 
Efuya knew 9 -to -5 life wasn’t for 
him. One of his basketball team- 
mates — a real estate agent — sug- 
gested that working in home sales 
might be his thing: It offers no 
steady paycheck, but also no boss 
and no ceiling on income. So Ada- 
si-Efuya signed up for a pre-licens- 
ing class at the Long & Foster Insti- 
tute of Real Estate (800-635-2913; 
Longandfoster.com). 

Many real estate companies and 
community colleges are approved 
providers of classes that can help 
newbies earn their license. The 
Long & Foster Institute of Real 
Estate, for instance, offers the 60 
hours of training required to earn 
a real-estate license by D.C., Mary- 
land and Virginia at nearly two 
dozen area locations and online. 
But passing this class and the state 
test is just the beginning. 

Adasi-Efuya didn’t expect the 
beginning to come so soon. After 
getting licensed in January 2006, 
he told his manager he planned to 
leave late that year for a new career. 
Fine, the manager said — but in 
May, Adasi-Efuya arrived at work 
to find his computer locked.

“I was frustrated,” he says. “I 
wasn’t ready to be on my own yet.” 

The pre-licensing class Ada- 
si-Efuya had taken “teaches you 
a little bit about everything, like a 
liberal arts education,” says Nick 
D’Ambrosia, the vice president 
for Long & Foster’s training and 
recruiting. To gain specific skills, 
a novice must hook up with a com- 
pany that offers more. Enter Long 


& Foster again, a company Adasi- 
Efuya chose because of its large 
Washington presence and good 
reputation for training. 

Long & Foster has 500 career- 
spanning courses; its free Star 
Builders program — in which 
Adasi-Efuya enrolled — gives new 
company affiliates two weeks of 
instruction, homework and interac- 
tion with managers on all aspects of 
the business, from showing a house 
to qualifying clients for a mortgage 
to handling contracts. 

Starting out on commission is 
hard; missing months of expected 
savings makes it harder. “My par- 
ents said, ‘You’re crazy; you need 
to get a job,”’ Adasi-Efuya recalls 
of his start as an agent. But “I was 
passionate about it and knew even- 
tually it would pay off.” 

Day after day, he reported to 


Long &Foster’s King Farm office 
in Rockville. There were advising 
sessions and coaching but not a sale 
until November. Basketball and net- 
working brought in clients, and sud- 
denly the payoffs piled up: In 
the summer of 2007, Adasi- 
Efuya earned twice what 
he’d made in a year in 
accounts payable. In 2008, 
he was named one of Real- 
tor Magazine’s “30 Under 

30” rising stars nationally. Last 
year, he hired an assistant. 

The 28 -year-old likes helping 
others pivot in life, whether it’s 
buying a first home, moving up, 
or selling one after a death. He’s 
less thrilled about round-the-clock 
phone calls and indecisive clients. 
But the guy who once lost a job 
because of real estate found the 
recession a boon: “The worse the 
market got, the busier I got.” Work- 
ing in all three jurisdictions, the 
Columbia Heights resident drives 
20,000 miles a year. 

Adasi-Efuya represented him- 
self when he bought a condo; soon 
he’ll start investing in real estate. 
Meanwhile, he advises new agents 
to expect a slow start and to invest 
in shoe leather: His own days, 
including prospecting, or seeking 
leads on future transactions, can 
run as long as 12 hours. 

“We have lots of career chang- 
ers and people coming back to 
the work force,” Long & Foster’s 
D’Ambrosia says. Though Adasi- 
Efuya is among the younger agents, 
he’s at the forefront: “New, young- 
er buyers don’t want to communi- 
cate in traditional ways. Koki and 
other associates who understand 
social media will do well.” 

Unfortunately, doing well — 
Adasi-Efuya (whose website is 
Kokiisthekey.com) had 15 prop- 
erties under contract in May alone 
— leaves less time for roundball. 
“When you run your own business, 
you’re the marketing director, the 
finance director, everything,” he 
sighs. But his grin shows that this 
career is a slam dunk, ellen ryan

A career coach shares 
why old-fashioned 
networking is vital

It’s long been said that who you 
know is more important than what 
you know And that’s perhaps espe- 
cially true these days, when every 
job posting generates a mountain 
of resumes. 

Gordon S. Curtis wants to help 
you stand out from the crowd. As 
principal of Curtis Consulting, an 
executive transition coaching and 
agency firm based in Marblehead, 


Mass., he’s helped clients from com- 
panies including Bank of America 
and IBM climb even further up the 
proverbial career ladder. Now, he’s 
sharing his networking secrets and 
strategies in his new book, “Well 
Connected” (due out July 26; $27, 
Jossey-Bass), written with contrib- 
utor Greg Lewis. 

We spoke with Curtis to learn 
more about making meaningful 
connections and why face-to-face 
encounters are still needed in this 
digital age. 

The concept of networking is men- 
tioned so much these days.

It’s always been 
perhaps one of

career. And peo- 
ple never really seemed to get it to 
begin with. Then, you look at the 
convergence of social media and 
the number of options that people 
have for social networking, and it’s 
overwhelming. 

So, not only have the rules sort 
of changed; people just don’t have 
the time to do it the more manu- 
al way, especially when they’re 


lured by what I believe to be, to 
some extent, the false sense of 
security one derives from arm- 
chair electronic networking, if 
you will. There’s a need for not 
only more networking but more 
resourceful and effective net- 
working when you actually have 
less time to devote to it. 

Why can’t online social networking 
be your only form of networking? 

I believe that the degree to which 
people are able and motivated to 
help you is directly proportionate 
with the extent to which they feel 
they have a relationship — more

than a connection — with you. 
With so many connections beg- 
ging for information and resourc- 
es, those who are in a position to 
be most helpful in terms of intel- 
ligence or stature have to raise 
the bar about what it is they’re 
going to hand out to people. 

Ask someone [who only knows 
how to use] social networking: 
When was the last time you really 
got a bona fide lead, contact, refer- 
ral or truly actionable piece of intel- 
ligence just by having Linkedin or

“friending” many, many people? 
Just being connected isn’t a good 
enough reason for someone to drop 
what they’re doing and actually go 
out of their way to help you. 

Is there any way that using sites 
like Linkedin or Facebook might 
actually wind up hurting you? 

With the volume of connections 
they have access to, people are 
forced to use an exclusionary 
mindset. People are looking for 
all the reasons why not to consid- 
er helping you or someone else. 
The good news is that people will 
make those snap judgments for 


better or worse. And you can kind 
of tell when someone is just troll- 
ing for as many contacts as pos- 
sible and is sort of espousing that 
tenet that whoever dies with the 
most connections wins. You can 
kind of see right through that. 
It’s the genuineness that, I think, 
people are really looking for. 

Why is it so important to use the 
right approach to reach out to the 
right person? 

The traditional thinking about 
networking is that you just do 
it with everyone — at parties, in 
line at the supermarket. And it’s 
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true that if you throw enough 
attempts up on the wall, some- 
thing is going to stick. But that 
only appeals to maybe half of 
the world’s population of extro- 
verts. With a little bit more fo- 
cus, one can zero in on who it is 
that is most inclined to help and 
most able to help. You can get a 
lot more from just a handful of 
the right people with the right 
approach than [by] casting out 
your needs to the world. 

How important is it to have a clear 
and consistent message? 

I will never cease to be amazed 
at how poorly people articulate 
their objectives. I’ve seen people 
get up in front of a group at an 
event designed to stimulate 
networking. They’ll talk confi- 
dently about things and every- 
body nods, but then you can cut 
the air with a knife because no 
one knows what they’re talking 
about. 

[If you say:] “I want to work 
for an innovative company,” what 
does that mean? You have to spell it 
out so that everybody knows what 
you’re talking about and you’re not 
being too specific or too vague. 
And that ensures that every oppor- 
tunity is not going to be squan- 
dered simply because you’re plug- 
ging the wrong keywords between 
the ears of your audience’s mental 
database. 

How can you make sure you bring 
value to the networking equation, 
especially if you’re just starting 
your career and looking to con- 
nect with someone much more 
experienced? 

If you really take the time to 
understand who the person is 
and everything about them, it’s 
amazing how often there is some 
advance gesture of reciprocity 
that you can share. And even if 
you can’t, even if there’s absolute- 
ly nothing you could ever pro- 
pose to help the person you’re 
approaching, it’s the genuineness 
of the gesture that transcends the 
current obligatory afterthought 
of, “And by the way, let me know 
if I can do anything for you.”

in addition to distributing bottles for 
other importers. 

He’s also responsible for educat- 
ing his customers about unusual 
wines via tastings he hosts for chefs 
and store owners. His clients include 
Cork, 2Amys, Obelisk, CityZen and 
the Cafe Atlantico restaurant group, 
among others. 

“Our whole emphasis isn't just 
that [the restaurant or retailer is] 
small, but also that the quality is high, 
and that the wines convey a sense 
of place," Hazzard says. “There's 
a French term for it that's notori- 
ously untranslatable called ‘terroir.’ 

It means that a wine should taste like 
where it comes from." 

As part of the job, he drinks a lot of 


wine. Hazzard samples between 50 
and 60 varietals per week, but usually 
in small sips — and he always spits. 

Approximately twice a year, Haz- 
zard travels to France for eight to 10 
days to scout out new types of vino to 
sell back in the United States. 

“We bring in wines from really eso- 
teric places that we're really passion- 
ate about ... for instance, Montlouis- 
sur-Loire, France, which is a lesser- 
known appellation," he says. “So, I 
could get really excited about a wine 
from there, and maybe get people re- 
ally excited about it, too — or maybe 
they just won't get it. Wine has its sub- 
jective elements." 

He’s also responsible for oversee-

ing the inventory in Potonnac's ware- 
house, which can be tricky: “You never 
know when a wine is going to be a hit," 
he says. 

WOULD YOU WANT THIS JOB? 

“It’s a nnyth of the cocktail conversa- 
tion that when [innporters] travel, it’s 
nothing but fine food and fine wines, 
but it can be pretty grueling," Haz- 
zard says. Even though there are 
glannorous parallels to the nnovie 
“Sideways," there are pitfalls to sip- 
ping Chard fora Living. 

When he travels to the Loire Val- 
ley for an annual wine conference, 

“I’m tasting between 70 to 100 wines 
a day," Hazzard says. “Really high- 
acid white wines, starting at 8 in the 
morning, not finishing until 11:30 at 
night. It can wear on you. ... A Lot of 
times you’re tasting out of barrel, 
which means you’re tasting really 
hard-edge, tannic, somewhat painful 
wines." 

His teeth and Lips are constantly 
stained purple. And since he works 
on commission, his income can vary 
wildly from year to year. 

HOW HE GOT THIS JOB: “I went 
into the job with this obsession for 
wine, ingrained from birth," Hazzard 
says. “I have a stepfather who is a

wine enthusiast. Wine was always on 
the table when I was growing up." 

While most of his peers in college 
were pounding back Miller Lite or te- 
quila shots, Hazzard was buying inter- 
esting wines to taste. 

After earning his Bachelor of Arts 
in philosophy at Boston University, he 
took a job at a wine shop in Richmond, 
where he was able to fine-tune his 
palate. Importers would hold tastings 
in the store, and Hazzard chatted with 
one of them — a man named Brian 
Forsgren — after an event. “We were 
talking about how much we Love the 
wine industry, and I said, ‘But I’d rath- 
er have your job.”’ Hazzard says. “And 
he said, ‘You can have it.”’ 

Forsgren Lived in D.C., was tired of 
traveling to Richmond and wanted to 
work closer to home. He ceded the ter- 
ritory to Hazzard, who managed the 
Richmond area for about three years 
before moving to D.C., too. Now, he and 


Forsgren cover the District together. 

HOW YOU CAN GET THIS JOB: 

Start drinking. “The training for this job 
is tasting wine," Hazzard says — but a 
casual affection isn’t enough. There’s 
no certification or degree for the im- 
port side of the business, but the es- 
sential qualification is to be a vino ex- 
pert with an encyclopedic knowledge 
of varietals, vintage and geography, 
and a sharp palate. 

“If you’re thinking of quality and 
being able to identify it, you have to 
have a very Long history of tasting a 
particular type of wine," he says. “If 
you’re going to make a judgment on 
the quality of a Sanserre, it would help 
if you have tasted 10,000 of them over 
the past 10 years." 

While some people have a natu- 
rally refined palate, Hazzard says 
that about 70 percent of the experi- 
ence of a glass of wine is in its smell, 
so honing your senses will better 
help you discern a Burgundy from a 
BeaujoLais. Working in a restaurant 
or wine store is ideal because these 
jobs can provide plenty of chances 
for tastings. Business and marketing 
skills are helpful, since importers are, 
by definition, salesmen. And speaking 
French or Italian can come in handy, 
whether you’re discussing this year’s 
crop of grapes, or raising your glass 
in a toast: a votre sante (cheers!)!

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A Career That Blossomed 


The White House’s 
new floral designer 
puts special touches 
on stately bouquets 


Profile 

Michelle Obama has Obama-ized 
the White House with healthful 
menus, planted bok choy and rhu- 
barb to supply them, and ramped 
up the fashion quotient with metal- 
lic strapless dresses and stud- 
ded belts. Her latest style state- 
ment: official flowers in a looser 
“garden” style by Laura Dowling, 
the new White House chief floral 
designer. 

Dowling’s hot-glue gun has been 
smoking as she’s created hundreds 
of arrangements, many in custom 
containers she’s wrapped in birch 
bark, moss and dried apricots. The 
more relaxed, sometimes unexpect- 
ed look incorporates armloads of 
romantic blooms, trailing vines, 
shaggy ferns and the occasional 
hot pepper and Brussels sprout. 
“It’s my job to create a new signa- 
ture style,” said Dowling, who took 
over the job in October. “And some- 
times instead of flowers, we can use 
vegetables for a centerpiece.” 

The humble cactus is even 
crashing the party. At the May 
state dinner for Mexican Presi- 
dent Felipe Calderon, prickly pear 
cactus showed up in vermeil wine 
coolers, and Dowling also tucked 
a few among the centerpieces of 
fuchsia roses and cattleya orchids. 
The look had the surprise of one 
of Michelle Obama’s Thakoon/J. 
Crew outfits. 

On a daily basis, though. Pres- 
ident Obama is said to prefer one 
simple floral arrangement in the 
Oval Office, plus a bowl of red 
apples. 

Fresh flowers create a backdrop 
for every White House event. “The 
floral arrangements that Laura 
and her staff create add to the 
welcoming experience that I want

guests visiting the White House 
— whether they be heads of state 
or families on vacation — to feel,” 
Michelle Obama said in an e-mail, 
adding that her own favorite flow- 
ers are roses, mums, peonies and 
hydrangeas. 

From a modest workroom, 
Dowling supervises a staff of three 
who plan months ahead for proto- 
col-laden ceremonies and holiday 
extravaganzas such as the month- 
long marathon of Christmas. And 
don’t think presidents are too busy 
to notice flowers. 

President Ronald Reagan once 
stopped then-White House chief 
florist Dottie Temple to ask about 
the then-very-fashionable curly 
willow branches she’d arranged 
in the Reagans’ bedroom. “About 
those sticks on the mantel,” Rea- 
gan said to Temple. “Is anything 
going to happen to them?” Temple 
says she got the message. “Yes, sir. 
I’m going to get rid of them as soon 
as possible,” she said. 

Nancy Clarke, who retired as 
head florist in May 2009 after 30 
years on the job, also recalls hav-

ing to make a quick change. “For 
the longest time, we used to keep 
a bowl of peach-colored roses on 
Bush Two’s coffee table in the Oval 
Office,” Clarke said. “We changed 
them to red, and that lasted five 
minutes. We got a call that the 
president wants the peach roses 
back.” 

Clarke is the one who greeted 
the Obama family with flowers in 
the private quarters on Inaugura- 
tion Day: vases of orchids plus pur- 
ple anemones and pink tulips for 
Malia’s and Sasha’s rooms. She had 
met with Obama decorator Michael 
Smith and incoming social secre- 
tary Desiree Rogers first. “Part of 
the presidential transition is the 
transition of flowers,” said Clarke, 
who is writing a book. “The Obam- 
as wanted contemporary, and they 
wanted bold colors.” When she met 
President Obama, he told her, “My 
favorite thing about living in the 
White House is the flowers.” 

Clarke says she was not asked to 
leave her post, as intimated in some 
reports at the time, but months ear- 
lier had told her staff she planned 
to retire. “I don’t know where that 
stuff comes from,” Clarke said. “It 
was devastating, and it was not 
the case.” 

Dowling, 50, ran her own flow- 
er-designing business in Alexan- 
dria, specializing in French-style 
bouquets, before she got the top 
flower job in the country. Soft-spo- 
ken, she seems calm in the center of 
high-pressure domestic bustle. Her 
ground-level command center has

a walk-in cooler filled with buckets 
of roses, arrangements waiting to 
be delivered to various offices, and 
yogurt and Diet Coke. Six months 
before Christmas, there is already 
a stack of straw-wrapped wreaths 
on the counter. 

Dowling traces her love of flow- 
ers to her grandmother’s rose gar- 
den in a small farming and logging 
town in Washington state, where 
the climate was perfect for grow- 
ing rhododendrons and hydran- 
geas. She pursued a career in gov- 
ernment and public policy but was 
always interested in decorating, 
antiques and crafts. 

She never thought about a career 
in flower design until a trip to Paris 
10 years ago, when she spotted a

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bouquet by well-known French flo- 
rist Christian Tortu made of sweet 
peas, rose hips and lady’s mantle. 
“I saw the most beautiful flowers 
I had ever seen,” recalls Dowling, 
who then perfected her style on a 
series of trips to Paris to take class- 
es at L’Ecole des Fleurs with Tortu 
and other floral designers to learn 
cutting-edge techniques and trends. 
Dowling, a devoted Francophile, 
eventually built her own reputation 
doing flowers for special events and 
weddings, and lecturing at the Phil- 
adelphia Flower Show and at Pierre 
Deux. She is constantly looking 
for new ideas and recently attend- 
ed a five-day class in Germany by 
designer Gregor Lersch, where she 
worked on natural compositions in 
a woodland setting overlooking the 
Rhine River valley. 

About 15,000 visitors come 
through the White House week- 
ly on public tours, according to 
Semonti Stephens, deputy press 
secretary to Michelle Obama. Dowl- 
ing’s fresh flower arrangements, 
focal points in the stately histori- 
cal rooms, draw a lot of attention. 
“The flowers in the White House 
are one of the things that visitors 
always commented on,” said Betty 
Monkman, former White House 
curator. 

A few weeks ago, Dowling, 
wearing ballet flats topped by 
rosettes, gave us a tour through 
the visitors’ route. In the Library, 
dried lemon leaves and knotted 
ribbons decorated a container that 
supported a cascading bouquet. In 
the East Room, traditional ferns 
were on display. The Green Room’s 
bouquet was in a vermeil bamboo- 
motif container acquired by Jack- 
ie Kennedy. The Grand Foyer had 
caladiums recycled from a recent 
dinner. Yes, even the White House 
reuses flowers as long as they still 
look fresh. 

Style watchers are taking note 
of the changes. “The flowers are 
just beautiful. They really stick 
out in my mind,” said philanthro- 
pist Buffy Cafritz, who has been 
attending White House functions 
since Gerald Ford’s administra- 
tion. “I noticed they were looser 
and less formal.” 

Flowers from previous admin- 


istrations can look dated in years 
to come, just as first ladies’ dresses 
often do. An Eisenhower-era state 
dinner photo shows rows of stiff pyr- 
amids of that 1950s favorite, the pink 
carnation. Kennedy brought more 
relaxed arrangements in a decid- 
edly French style. The Nixons are 
pictured at an informal family din- 
ner (ties for the men, headband for 
Tricia) with a big ball of daisies and 
yellow mums in the center; it looks 
like an old FTD special. 

Dowling heard about the job 
opening when her husband, Rob- 
ert Weinhagen, senior legislative 
counsel for the House of Represen-

tatives, read about Clarke’s depar- 
ture and urged his wife to apply. 
Dowling sent in an application and 
made it through four rounds of cuts 
to become one of the three finalists. 
In a sort of “Project Runway ”/”Top 
Chef’ reality-show twist (“Top Flo- 
rist”?), the final three designers 
were brought in and asked to create 
arrangements for the Blue Room, 
the Oval Office and a state dinner. 
“Only in America,” said Dowling, 
who beat out the pack. 

Today, Dowling’s intense work- 
weeks are often seven days long. The 
last entry in her personal blog, L’art 
du Bouquet, was made in Septem- 


ber. But she says the job is “an honor, 
a privilege and a fairy tale.” 

Recently, Michelle Obama 
asked her to create a parting gift 
for French first lady Carla Bruni- 
Sarkozy after a private White House 
dinner. Obama presented the former 
Chanel supermodel with a small, aU- 
white bouquet of roses and orchids 
with camellia foliage. 

“It was a gift of friendship,” 
said Dowling, who tied the gray 
satin ribbons in a French braid on 
the bouquet herself. “It feels like 
each of the flower arrangements 
we do here has its own story.”

Album Review 

It’s been the entire point of M.I.A.’s 
career to make you uncomfortable. 
Naming her debut album, “Arular,” 
after her father and praising him 
as a freedom fighter? Uncomfort- 
able. Sampling the sound of firing 
guns on her biggest single, “Paper 
Planes”? Uncomfortable. Perform- 
ing while pregnant at the Gram- 
my Awards last year — on her due 
date? Well, you get the idea. 

But while M.LA. stayed out 
of the spotlight for a few months 
after her son was born, she’s back 
with a vengeance. Her third album, 
“Maya,” is (so far) the climax of her 


attempts to cause listeners acute 
distress. On first listen, “Maya” is 
only an onslaught of sound. Raging 
guitars, droning fuzz and distorted 
vocals drive many of the album’s 
12 tracks, and it would be easy to 
mistake that severe rejection of pop 
sensibility as a lack of talent. 

From the beginning, M.LA. lets 



you know what’s up: Opener “The 
Message” leaps into a barrage of 
throbbing density as her murky 
vocals discuss how everyone is 
watching you. Feel free to snicker 
at her idea of a conspiracy — like 
“Headbone connects to the head- 
phones/Headphones connect to the 
iPhone/iPhone connected to the

Sure, the album is unbearable 
when it becomes too self-indul- 
gent, but you have to give it to 
M.LA. With “Maya,” she’s given her 
detractors even more to talk about. 
Just like she says on the album, “It 
is what it is, shorty.”

Q&A 

For most people in the D.C. area, 
Cape Town, South Africa, is best 
known as the location for this 
year’s World Cup. But for rock 
band Civil Twilight, the city is 
home — where it’s going, for the 
first time in two years, after its 
current tour ends. 

Recently, the three bandmates 
have begun to see their transcon- 
tinental relocation — they moved 
from Cape Town to Los Angeles 
in 2005 — pay off With a hit sin- 
gle, “Letters From the Sky,” and 
a show at the 9:30 Club on Mon- 
day, the band senses something big 
is coming. Civil Twilight’s vocal- 
ist and bassist, Steven McKellar, 
spoke to Express about all those 
years spent toiling. 

You guys started the band when 
you were in your early teens. How 
did you decide to stick with it? 

There was no plan at all — we just 
played for years because we loved 
it. We didn’t have any other friends 
that were in bands; we weren’t out 
in the scene. There wasn’t really a

scene. We just played in our garage, 
and I think, eventually, someone 
told us we were good — I’m sure 
they were lying. 

You moved from L.A. to Nashville. 
How did that affect you as a band 
and your sound? 

It was as much of a shock as mov- 
ing from Cape Town to L.A. I, 
for some reason, had avoided the 
essence of American culture some- 
how — moving to the South real- 
ly, really opened my eyes to Amer- 
ican culture and the bloodstream 


of American culture and the way 
things really work here and the 
expectations that people put on 
themselves and others — it real- 
ly hit me hard. 

You guys have had songs featured 
on TV shows such as “One Tree 
Hill” and are now playing one of 
the most famous venues in the 
U.S. How intense is the pressure? 
It’s going to be interesting, with 
the stuff we put out to the public 
with the third album. We’ve never 
had this scrutiny or criticism or 
people peering over us. As much 
as we experiment with our tastes, 
we are attracted to certain things 
over other things. For me, certain 
subjects are more appealing — the 
sea, metaphors to do with the ocean 
and sailing. I see myself dealing 
with that stuff a lot — traveling, 
being fascinated with characters 
that are overdramatic and roman- 
tic. For all of us, I think our home 
incorporates a lot of those things: 
dramatic, natural beauty and beau- 
tiful oceans, a very wild place. I 
think that inspires us to this day —

West takes a fairly 
stoic and humble approach to his 
myriad jobs: The word “journey- 
man” crops up frequently, as does 
an implicit understanding of his 
good fortune. 

What about voicing a ’toon leg- 
end such as Elmer Fudd, though? 
“I love that character, and I had to 
study what the hell was with that 
voice! And I just wanted to do it 
justice, so, like, Arthur Q. Bryan 
somewhere out in space would be 
proud,” he laughs. 

On “Futurama,” slacker/hero 
Philip J. Fry’s voice is deliberately 
similar to West’s own. “He was easy 
to identify with, because I was just 
this rudderless boat. At 25, 1 was 
either in a band or not in a band. I 
didn’t go to college, so I don’t know 
how to do anything, so I’d be wash- 
ing dishes or walloping pots at a

nursing home — and drinking a 
lot and playing music.” 

Not surprisingly. Professor 
Farnsworth sounds a lot like an 
older Fry. “A lot can happen to a 
person’s voice, and he’s 147,” West 
says. “All I knew was that he had no 
meat on him, and he farted dust.” 
Clueless crustacean Dr. Zoidberg 
is partly based on 1920s vaudeville 
star George Jessel. 

Prior to “Futurama,” West’s 
most recognizable role was proba- 
bly Stimpy on Nickelodeon’s “Ren 
and Stimpy.” “That voice was a per- 


mutation of Larry Fine from the 
Three Stooges,” West explains. “I 
was a total Stooge worshipper, and 
I try to put a little Three Stooges 
into anything I do, whether it’s a 
snore or frightened sound or laugh. 
And Dr. Zoidberg: The woob-woob- 
woob noises that he does are from 
the 1930s Stooges.” 

Back to the future, though. 
Doesn’t it seem that Fry’s become 
more mature and intelligent over 
the last few seasons? “He’s still 
got a chip missing somewhere,” 
West says slowly. “He’s a man- 
boy, responds like an adolescent to 
things. He has this youthful energy 
as if he were 16 even though he’s 25 
— well, 27 now.” Is that a challenge 
for a voice actor who’s almost 60? 
“Yeah, I read that occasionally,” he 
laughs. [In Fry’s voice] “They all 
said I couldn’t do it, but I proved 
them!” paul stelter
